Wasuinetox, June 11.—The committee 
appointed by Secretary Folger to investigate 
the charges against surpervising Architect 
Hill. held another session to-day. Mr. Coleman 
read the charges and specifications, which 
set forte fraud and extravagance in con- 
nection with the purchase and dressing of 
stone for, public buildings of the United 
States, » Stinemose, the expert, then took 
the stand and resumed his statement relatite to 
the cust of the granite used in the construc- 
tion of the public buildings at Philadelphia. 


The witness stated that since the last 
meeting of the committee he had 
made computations of the twenty 


courses upon the third, fourth and attic stories 
of the building, and had calculated upen 
each stone the excess paid by the government 
upon the basis of the quarry dimensions. 
For the third story, the Chestnut street front 
of the building, the aggregate excess paid by 
the government for stone was $17,500, the op- 


osite part being identical with it. The total 
= the two would be $35,000. The witness 
said he had not computed the other fronts, 
but would continue his calculations for each 
front, and for each floor, so as to give the ag- 


gregate excess for the entire— building. 
At this point, Homer Campbell, 
stone cutter, was sworn. The 


witness had worked at his trade upon: the 
public buildings at New York, Boston and 
Phijadelphia. He was employed upon the 
public building at Philadeiphia during the 
month of August, 1880, and from memoran- 
da which he made at that time, stated that 
he cut 19 feet six inches of stone in thirty 
days, and was paid at the rate of $3.25 per 
day. He wasemployed ten days upon one 
stone, which measured 6 feet 3 by 3 feet ten 
inches. Mr. Stinemetz was then recalled 
and testified that for the stone described 
by Campbell, the government paid to con: 
tractors $272, while they paid Campbell but 
$32. anet profitto them of $259. Campbell 
was paid i them for his entire work $102, 
while they charged the government and re- 
ceived under their contract with Mr. Hill, 
$847. The net profit to them on the work of 
this man was $745. Mr. Coleman stated that 
he could not go farther upon this branch of 
the case until Mr. Stinemetz had concluded 
his computations, and the committee there- 
upon adjourned. 
EX-SENATOR WEST RESTRAINED. 

Mrs. Mary Jane Stinde, of Louisiana, has 
brought suit here against District Commis- 
sioner West, for alleged fraudulent conversion 
to hisown use of $100,000 in New Orleans, 
Baton Rouge and Vicksburg railroad bonds, 
entrusted to him by her for negotiation or 
exchange into Texas Pacific bonds.

THE STAR ROUTG TRIAL, 


The Argument Closed and Prayers fer Instructions 
Vuulined—The Progress Made. 
Wasarncton Junell.—Mr. Merrick hay- 
ing conciuded his nine days’ argument to the 
jury in the star route case, and the court 
baving adjourned until this morning, argu- 
ments by the prosecution and defense will be 
heard upon the prayers for instructions te 
the jury. In his argtMents Mr. Merrick has 
probably outlined the prayers of the prosecu- 
tion, and if they are approved by the court it 
is likely that the final charge to the jury will 
be strongly against the defendants. Undoubt- 
edly the prayers in behalf of the defense will 
be skillfully framed, and will strike at the vi- 
tality of the indictment. Not much 
hope is entertained on that side of the favor- 
able reception of the prayers, many of which 
are formulated for the purpose of securing 
exceptions for use in case of an appeal, 
should the court reject them. The defense 
will probably maintain that the statute of 
limitation has run against this case, but al- 
ready Judge Wiley has practically decided 
that point, so far as his ceurt is concerned. 
Counsel] have promised to lmit their argu- 
ments to to-day, but this trial has not been 
remarkable, for should they adhere to this 
agreement, however, Judge Wiley will charge 
the juryon Tuesday, (one day only was thus 
occupied in the first trial), and it may retire 
to consider the verdict on that day. 
REACHING A VERDICT. 
The indications are that the jury will be 
ut a considerable time, and Judge Wiley 
seems disposed to use all his power to secure 
a verdict of some kind, or in other 
words to prevent a disagreement. A curious 
feature of this case is the position occupied 
by Rerdell. He has confessed himself guilty, 
yet should the jury acquit the other defend- 
ants, it would have the effect of setting aside 
his plea of guilty (of conspiracy), and thus, 
in a negative way, declare him to be innocent 
of the charge of which he has admitted him- 
self guilty.

Although the star route trial has not yet 
ended, the record up to this point is the 
largest ever made in a criminal trial in this 
country. Printed in small type and octayo 
form, it makes over six thousand pages, or 
about four and one quarter millions of words. 

READY FOR THE JURY. 

To-day’s session of the star route trial was 
devoted to the hearing of arguments based 
upon the prayers for instructions to the jury. 
The prayers number twenty for the prosecu- 
tion and about a hundred for the defense. 
The attorney general was present in the court. 
Mr. Kerr argued only four of the prayers sub- 
mitted by the government. The others, be 
said, had already been practically disposed of 
in the progress of the case. The defense de- 
cided not to offer any argument in support of 
their prayers, and the court adjourned until 
to-morrow, when the charge to the jury will 
probably be delivered. 


GREELEY'’S RELIGF EXPEDITION 


Lieutenant Garlington’s Instructions for His Voyage 
Into Lady Fraukliin’s Bay. 

Wasuineton, June 11.—Lieutenant Gar- 
lington, who is to command the Arctic relief 
expedition to Lady Franklin bay, has receiv- 
ed detailed instructions from General W. B. 
Hazen, chief signal officer. These instruc- 
tions urge Lieutenant Garlington to spare no 
effort to push the vessel through to Lady 
Franklin bay so as to reach Lieutenant Gree- 
ley and his party before the coming fall, 
when Lieutenant Greeley’s supplies will be 
exhausted. 

Should the vessel be unable to get through 
the ice to Lady Franklyn bav or to reach the 
west coast at points above Cape Sabine the 
commander is instructed to endeavor to con- 
vey to Lieutenant Greeley intelligence of the 
efforts being made to relieve him, and leave a 
short record atall prominent points, where 
landing may be made during the efforts to 
get through the ice, so marked as to be dis- 


coverable. Auy caches of provisions found 
are to be examined and damaged food re- 
placed 

If it should become clearly apparent 


that the vessel cannot be pushed through, 
Lieutenant Garlington is directed to retreat 
from an advance position, land his party and 
stores at or near Life Boat Cave, discharging 
the relief vessel with orders to return to St. 
John’s, N. F., and prepare to remain with the 
party until relieved next year. 

After landing, or should the vessel be frozen 
up in the ice pack, Lieutenant Garlington 
will take a party of the most experienced and 
hardy men, carrying jprovisions by sleds to 
Cape Sabine, whence a smaller party, more 
lightly equipped, will push on as far north as 
possible, or until Lieutenant Greeley’s party 
is met. 

The expedition will be furnished with two 
observers and an outfit of scientific apparatus 
for the accomplishment of certain meteoro- 
logical anc other scientific work. A careful 
and complete record of events must be made, 
and each member of the expedttion will be 
required to keep a private diary, which will 
be open to the chiefsignal office only in case 
it should be necessary. 

The United States ship*Yantic will accom- 
any the expedition as far as Littleton Is- 
and. Whenever a junction with Lieutenant 

Greeley’s party is effected Lieutenant Gar- 
lington is to report to him with his party for 
duty. 

General Hazen, in conclusion, expresses 
his belief that Lieutenant Garlington will 
zealously endeavor to effect the objects of 
the expedition—the relief of his comrades, 
whose lives may depend upon his efforts. 

Lieutenant Garlington will carry instruc- 
tions to Lieutenant Greeley, in which he is 
informed that, owing to the action of con- 
gress at its last session, it is necessary to dis- 
continue the work at Lady Franklin Bay. He 
is therefore instructed to return tothe United 
States at the first opportunity.

THE REPORT OF THE NAVY YARD 
COMMISSION. 


The Commission Recommend the Discharge of a Few 
Workmen and the Closing of Two or Taree 
Yards—The Washingten Yard to be Rre 
tained Uader A Bogus Name, Etc. 


Concorp, N. H., Junell.—Secretary Chand 
ler to day received and considered a memo- 
randa furnished him by the navyyard com- 
missioner, of which Commodore Luce is pres- 
ident, concerning its report to congress, He 


certain yards and the concentration, organiza 

tion and reduction of the expenses in the re- 
mainder, and they will be ordered to take 
effectabout July 15th. Therecommendations 
are as follows: That there shall be a reorgani 

zation and concentration of the mechanical 
department of every navyyard, so there shall 
be one shopin each for the performance of 
the same class of work. The commission also 


recommends a further concentration of the 
work, so that each of the several articles that 
form a part of the outfit of each ship shall be 
made in a single ship, to be established 
in such yard as may now have the best facil- 
ities and conveniences therefor. Ihe com- 
mission recommend the retention of Mare Is- 
land navyyard, and advise that the Norfolk 
yard be retained in-first-class working condi- 
tion, and suggest, in accordance with a prop- 
osition for a concentration of the work, cer- 
tain changes which may $be summarized as 
follows: The abulition of the positions, mas- 
ter iron-plater, quartermaster iron-plater, 
master plumber, foreman, house joiner and 
quarte:.man, bod carries: the master boat 
builder and block maker to be retained if 
not at any other vard, and the coppersmith 
and plumber to be merged. The total daily 
pay would be thus reduced trom $125 to 
$109. It is advised with regard 
to the Washington yard that it be 
dropped from the list of navyyards, and be 
designated as a naval arsenal, retaining it in 
full working condition forthe manufacture 
of certain specified articles only, under the 
bureaus of equipmentand ordanance. The 
Pensacola yard is to be closed. It is recom- 
mended that the League Island navy 
yard be closed both asa yard andasa naval 
station until planshave been prepared and 
approved for such yard as the department re- 
quested the authorities to construct,and con. 
gress authorized. The commissioners recom- 
mend that the New York yard be retained as 
a first class yard, but no money shall -be 
spent in the way of improvments,either in the 
yard, or on the cob dock, until its plans 
for its full development shal! 
have been repared and approved. 
New London shoud be’ dropped forthwith 
from the list of navy yards. Some differences 
of opinion exist in the commission in regard 
to the disposition of the Boston and Ports- 
mouth yard, and its recommendation that 
no further expenditures be made thereon for 
improvements of any kind. The aggregate 
daily pay of the foremen at all the yards is 
at present $930. With the navy yards at 
Portsmouth, Boston and League Island 
closed and the organization of other yards re- 
duced as proposed, it would be $480. With 
Portsmouth and League Island yards closed 
$539, and with Boston and Leag « Island 
yards closed it would be $541. 


MARYLAND FIRE-=, 


Four Million Feet of Lumber Destroyed in Mavre De 
Grace. 

BaLtimoreE, June 11.—A_ destructive fire 
broke out this afternoon at Havre De Grace, 
and assistance having been asked for two 
steam engines have been sent from this city. 
At nine o’clock the fire is reported to be 
burning furiously, and the loss is said to be 
one hundred thousand dollars. Later—The 
fire this evening in the upper part of the auc- 
tion house of William Seemuller & Co., 
South Charles street, caused a damage of $12,- 
000. The insurance is $3,500. 

Havre pveE Grace, Md., June 11.—The 
large sawmill owned by John Dubois was dis- 
covered on fire this afternoon. It caught from 
the sparks fallingon the roof from the smoke 
stack. The buildings in less than an hour were 
burned to the ground. An immense stock of 
lumber, including doors, sashes, etc., and all 
the steck on hand was destroyed. Engines 
from’ Baltimore, Port Deposit and Wilming- 
ton were telegraphed for. The en- 
gine from Port Deposit succeededin saving 
a considerable amount of shingles and loose 
lumber in the yard. An engine has arrived 
from Baltimore, and one from Wilmington. 
At this writing (10:30) they have the fire 
under control. Dubois’s losses,as near as can 
be estimated, are $225,000. Some four million 
feet of lumber was destroyed. The insurance 
on the property is supposed to be about $25.,- 
000. Sixty or seventy men are thrown out of 
employment, and it is a terrible loss to the 
city. 


A CONGRESSMAN’S DANGER. 


Hon- Joha E. Lamb Attacked by an Irate Attorney— 
Excitement in Terre Haute. 


Terre Havts, Ind., June 11.—This city was 


set wild with excitement this afternoon by the 


attempted murder of Hon. John E. Lamb, 
congressman from this district, by Samuel C. 
Davis, an attorney of this city. Davis was 
stationed at the entrance to Lamb’s office 
when the latter approached and saluted him 
with * How are ou?’ ‘Don’t 
you speak to me,” said Davis. “I will 
speak to you. I want to talk to you,’ said 
Lamp. ‘No you won't,” said Davis, round- 
ing out the sentence with epithets, and im- 
mediately drawing a revolver and placing it 
almostagainst Lamb’s chest. The congress- 
men threw up the weapon with one hand and 
dodged it as it was discharged, the ball pass- 
ing over his sheulder, and through 
a passing wagon, lodging in the driver's foot, 
inflicting a painful wound. Lamb went into 
a store next door, and Davis was taken in 
charge by the bystanders. The cause of the 
attempt is attributed to occurrences growing 
out of a libel suit against the Express in which 
Davis appears for the prosecution and Lamb 
for the defense.

informer Lynch Repeata His Evidence as tothe Plans 
of the Giant Powder Men. 

Lonvon June 11.—The trial ef the dyna- 
mite prisoners was renewed. Mr. Clark, Q. 
C., of cownsel for the defense, challenged 
three jurors On behalf of Dr. Gallagher. Sir 
Henry James, attorney general. opened the 
case of the prosecution. He said the prisoners 
were charged with an offense which was very 
near high treason, It was necessary to preve 
that alt de 
ment for treason felony had intended to levy 
war against the queen. In order to establish 
this offense it was sufficient to show thata 
conspiracy existed to take lives and destro 
property without regard to who suffered. 


He said Bernard Gallagher was in a 
different position from the other 
prisoners. His own statement 


might be considered to connect him with the 
dynamite plea, but the evidence in regard to 
him required very careful weighing, so as not 
to risk punishing an innocent man... If the 
facts alleged against the prisoners were fully 
established, there wasnot a person in the 
country who would not be pleased that they 
had been brought to justice. Lynch, alias 
Norman, the informer, was called to the 
stand. He repeated the testimony in regard 
to doings of the conspirators previous to and 
after their arrival in England from America, 
which he gave at the preliminary hearing in 
Bow street police court. Ausburg will con- 
duct his own defense. Lynch, on being cross- 
examined said he saw Wilten 
or Ornsburgh before he saw 
them in Bow street police court, between the 
two interviews with the authorities at which 
he offered to turn informer. He had a 

peared at the Bow street police court. He 
told a little more at the second interview 
than he had before concerning the Fenian 
clubs in New York and their objects. The 
‘Trish republic,’’ he said, was mentioned in 
the oath he took in New York, when he 
joined the conspirators.

IRISH POTATO CROP. 


What Can Be Done by Planting Irish Potatees.—An 
Amazing Vield,—Truck Farming Willi Pay. 
From the Dublin Gazette. 

Several days ago we visited Cochran, and, 
during a very short stay, our attention was 
called to Mr. J. M. Lamb’s potato patch, ly- 
ing broadside with the railroad and within 
the incorporate limits of Cochran. When we 
were told that this gentleman had planted 
fifteen acres in Irish potatoes, our curiosity 
was a little aroused, and we began at once a 
search for Mr. Lamb that we might find out 
his mode of cultivation, and other facts of his 
crop, in order that we might give them to the 
readers of the Gazette. We were disappoint- 
ed in finding Mr. Lamb, but obtained from 
Mr. M. Y. Brantly, of Cochran, who is also 
expermenting, yet ona small scale—one and 
a half acres. Wethought this was the “big- 
gest’’patch of Irish potatoes we had ever 
seen. 

Mr. Brantly said: “I planted my potatoes 
about the usual time in Woleuate, ] amanur- 
ed them well with stable manure and never 
made a crop with less work.’’ 

‘What will be the cost?” we asked. 

“The cost,’’ he stated; “‘will not be more 
than twenty dollars. I have now about fin- 
ished working them and the next work will 
be the digging.” 

‘‘How much will you make on the acre and 
a half, Mr. Brantly, and what do yon expect 
to realize?’ we next questioned. 

“I think, sir, I will get from the acre and a 
half, at least furty barrels, and bere is the 
price list,” handing the Cincinnati quotations 
which quoted the ‘‘Peerless” per barre] at $5. 
Mr. Brantly thinks that he is quite certain of 
getting that price for them. Thus we see 
that from one and a half acres of land, at a 
cost of twenty dollars for cultivation, we have 
a yield of $200, oraboutone hundred and 
thirty-five dollars per acre. Deducting the 
cost of making and marketing, he will realize 
a net profit ofat least, one hundred and 
twenty dollars per acre. 

Mr. Lamb has about fifteen acres, and we 
are told his cost and yield will be about the 
same as Mr, Brantly’s in proportion to the 
amount planted. Having more in eultiva- 
tion, Mr. Lamb may have been able to cul- 
tivate cheaper or the marketing cost less, as 
we are informed that he has already refused 
an offer of $2,000 for his field before gather- 
ing. Inconnection with the potatoes, Mr. 
Lamb has also fifteen acres planted in water- 
meions, and from these acres he expects to 
realize as much or more, ag from his pota- 
toes. . 

This proves, conclusively, that the sooner 
our farmers adopt this plan they will be very 
much better off. They might see it, with a 
single glance, and quit planting so much cot- 
ton.

ART TREASURES. 


A Day in Riehmond, the Old Confederate Cepital— 
Valentine the Southerm Bculptor- The Head- 
quarters of the Genius-Looking at the 
Wonderful Creations of His Brain. 


Special to The Constitution, 

“Ricamonp, Va., June 10.—The appearance 
of the building, the drapery of the vines, the 
entrance with a guardian statue, form an ap 
propriate transition, from an every day world 
to a true temple of art. 

You are prepared, in some measure, for the 
overpowering effect on every stranger, of the 
prominent object of interest ,the recumbent sta. 
tue of General R. E. Lee. In a’sense ofawe from 


this unrivaled work, you must, on a first visit 
| \o the statue, fail to appreciate the many 


her gems of sculpture. You stand in the 
presence of Lee, for with the advantage of a 
cast from life, it is said to be a perfect repre- 
sentation of the justly renowned hero, in 
features, pose of figure, and general propor- 
tions. it was the artist's intention to present 
the idea of slumber, but no one could doubt, 
in seeing this last model for the completed 
work, that, inspired in the progress of his 
design. he has gained the greatest trinmph of 
art.in a sublime portrayal of a Christian 
death. A distinguished writer has said, 
“The hero islying in bis uniform asi in 


sleep. The whole expression is thatof tran- 
quil and absolute _—s- repose; the 
repose of physical power, _unshaken 
though dormant, of manly grace, 


most graceful when at rest—of noble facul- 
ties, alive and sovereign, though still.” An- 
other warm admirer has said of this statue: 
“The work has nothing of the cold, discou- 
solate look of death; the artist has animated 
it with the warm breath of peace.’’ While 
thanking these distinguished distant critics 
for their generous and graceful praise, it is 
suggested that they had only seen photo- 
graphs of the statue, which merely do justice, 
or partial justice, to the physical outlines, 
but failentirely to show how the countenance 
seems glorified by the passing away of a 
great soul, reaching out to its God. 
Such death not to appear ‘‘cold and discon- 
solate,"’ while ordinary sleep would be dis- 
turbed, in any suitable ideal, by haunting, 
care and anxiety, from the mighty unfinish- 
ed responsibilities of General Lee’s later ca- 
reer. We see the impress of suffering nobly 
endured, but a repose, power and purity, 
surely only from the final conquest, and “the 
peace which passeth all understanding.” 
This description may seem to convey undue 
reverence forany work of art, however beau- 
tiful. but such is the irresistible effect, and 
it would be well if this statue could be draped 
apart from other objects of interest and left 
as the last, lingering sanctity. of the place.

Near Lee we find a striking 
Commodore Maury, in serenity, truth 
and power, as in real life. in 


wouder at the artist's exaltation of sentiment 
in the conception of churacters of such self- 
abnegation and purity, we naturally turn 
with inquiry from the creations to the crea- 
tor. We findin the life of Edward VY. Valen- 
tine, a true parallel for any heroism. En- 
gaged during the war of the southern states 
in completing his art studies in Europe, he 
availed himself of the earliest opportunity to 
return to his native state. This artist’s ambi- 
tion was as dear to him as any of warrior or 
statesman, but although, like Lee 
and Maury, he received advantageous offers, 
with assurance of fame and wealth from for- 
eign sources, he preferred to give Virginia 
any tribute or aid from his genius and patri- 
otism, and affording ample evidence of zeal, 
we see how he traced with loving hand her 
historic greatness. Our confederate generals 
stand in life like portraiture on every side. 
impelled by the particular success of his ideal 
works—“‘Knowledge is Power,’’ ‘‘The Peo- 
ple’s Ward,”’ etc.—the two mentioned so well 
known in America, Mr. Valentine has been 
orsome time engaged with a group, which 
being wholly his design, perhaps shows his 
genius more than any previous undertaking; 
it will more appeal to the cuitivated classic 
taste of the world, and will have a greater 
eflect on his reputation. This represents 
Andromache and Astyanax, and after the 
parting from Hector, so celebrated in Homer. 
In strictly Homeric .meaning, we might ex- 
pect more tbe beauty of combination than of 
antithesis; we look in the countenance of 
Andromache for the hope and joy from the 
sympathy of the loving child, blending with 
the grief of the wife,and we wonder to see 
that grief untouched by the strength of ma- 
ternal love. The occupation of Hector’s wife 
is. in Homer, made;simply a matter of do- 
mestic usage. 

‘“‘Andromarche! my soul’s far better part, 

Why, with untimely sorrows, heaves thy heart? 
No more, but hasten to thy tasks at home; 

There guide the spindle and direct the loom.”’ 

Valentine then rises to the _ higher 
significance of mythological story and as- 
sumes the controlling superstition of “The 
Thread of Life.’’ A superstition to;have force, 
must be made paramount, and \uile the 
mother assures the caressing child, with one 
protecting arm, ber whole thoughts are given 
to the idle distaffat her side. Her counte- 
nance, full of apprehension and sadness, is 
thoroughly Greek; the noble dignity of the 
princess contrasts with the playful child, and 
his energy and suple grace, are in physical 
contrast with the relaxed trame of the grief- 
stricken mother, presenting to all who 
understand the conception, the 
force of Mr. James Baron Hope’s beauti- 
ful tribute to Mr. Valentine, in which, speak- 
ing of nis power of antithesis, he terms our 
artist ‘a Shakespeare in marble.” : 

Ever stirred by patriotic demand, Mr. Val- 
entine bas readily suspended the beautiful 
creations of his ideal world, to perpetuate 
the fame of oneof Kentucky’s noblest sons, 
Selected to design and execute a statue of 
General John C. Breckenridge, he has devoted 
himself for several months, to the successful 
progress of this work, with characteristic en- 
ergy—the model he has secured—presents, as 
all his work does, the surpassing simplicity of 
his style and methods, as the greatest beauty 
of his sculpture. 

When vast crowds assemble to witness the 
unveiling of General Lee’s recumbent statue 
at Lexington, Virginia, appointed for the 25th 
of June, let all remember, and do honor to 
the thought, that like General Robert Lee, 
‘Edward Virginius Valentine’ has given to 
Virginia all that God gave to him, and let 
state after state—north and south—-emulate 
the example of Kentucky injwords of double 
patriotism, giving tribute and aid to living 
genius, as well as honor so departed heroes,

A REMARKABLE MAN. 

We alluded recently to anumber of re- 
markable circumstances connected with the 
life and death of Rev. Mr. Battle, of Monroe 
county.

TILDEN AND HENDRICKS. 


The True History of the Saratoga Conference—Mr. 
Hendricks Denies That He Was Snubbed. 
From the Indianapolis Times. 

The Journal yesterday copied from the Baltimore 
Sun an article relative to the Saratoga conference 
between Mr. Tilden and Mr. Hendricks, after their 
nomination in 1876, which purported to be an in- 
side history of that event, and to reveal new facts 
in regard to the politicai relations between Messrs. 
Tilden ard Hendricks. The article claimed to be 
“few for the first time printed,’’ and to state ‘‘facts 
obtained from the most undoubted sources.’’ The 
purport of the article was that Mr. Hendricks was 
discourteously treated by Mr. Tilden at Saratoga, 
was, in fact, snubbed, and that he left there feeling 
very bitterly toward Mr. Tilden. A representative 
of the Times called on Mr. Hendricks yesterday to 
inquire if the article was true, and to obtain a cor- 
rect statement in regard to the Saratoga conference, 
Mr. Hendricks was found in his law office engaged 
in preparing some papers, a picture of health, and 
as unconcerned and genial as if he never had a care 
in his life. After some conversation on other topics 
Mr. Hendricks was asked if he had seen the article 
of the Baltimore Sun, above referred to. He said 
he had not. The following passage, which is the 


gist of the article, was then read tohim: 

- “Some time afier the adjournment of the conven- 
tion Mr. Hendricks went to Saratoga, for the {pur- 
ose, aS he understood, of conferring and consult- 
ing with Mr. Tilden as to their letters of acceptance 
and plans for conducting the campaign.

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COLONEL THORNTON. 


Mis Trials and Tribulations—Colonel Fatty Marrts 
Takes Onarge of the Post~Appeal- 

A the bright sun rises to his course this morning 
Colonel Marcelius Eugene Thornton is rush 
toward the great wild west, enjoying the delights 
of a respite from the trials and tribulations that 
beset a journalist. The colonel has sheathed his 
editorial blade, and like the battle-scarred Gordon 
who resigned a seatin the senate, leaves the ta. 
mults and contests of the arena of public life for 
sweet joys “Far from the madding crowd's ignoble 
strife,’’ or words to that effect. 


Post-Appeal was made in Sunday’s Coxsrrry rox,

could not be fixed. The colonel announced jn yes- 
terday’s Post-Appea) that he had sold out his inter. 
est in the paper and would retire to the shades of 
yrivate life. Under the head of “A Farewell} 
ord,”’ the colonel goes on to say: 
“*Parewell my friends, 
pa my pean 
y with these, 
My Gos will those. 

“The announcement has been made in our con- 
temporary that we have sold the Post-Appeal. Such 
is the fact, Journalism is a jeaious profession and 
amost fascinating mistress. It binds dewn, but 
intensifies thought. It has its good and its bad 
Its votaries are the people, allthe people, and the 
successful editor knows no master, But I must 
quititand retire to private life to enjoy the com: 
torts and ease of a quiet home.”’ 

Continuing the colonel says of bis success with 
the paper: “1 thrust itin the turbulent and chaotic 
arena of Georgia politics, and in a few f{e!) swoops 
began bringing order out of confusion, and had 
theeyes of the whole people turned upon a phyme. 
ally frail, but intellectually a giant man jrolling ir 
a chair in the balls of congress. Although at first 
he was most bitter:y assailed and denounced—even 
by our contemporary, which afterwards supported 
him—we made Alexander H. etephens governor of 
Georgia, and come very near making another goy- 
ernor subsequently.’’

Unluckily for him he owed his 
ex-editor, Mr. John J. Littleton, a balance of $i 
on salary. During the day Mr. Littleton learped that 
Colonel Thornton was arranging to leave on the 
excursion. He hastilyinstituted legal proceedings 
against him,and had his baggage atiached in the 
Union passenger depot. This excited the colonei's 
ire to almost an unlimited extent, but ‘‘pay or stay”’ 
being the alternative, he paid, notifying the 
officer that he expected to contest — the 
claim at the July term of court. Mr. 
Littleton’s salary, Or a part of it, therefore, ‘‘lies in 
wait’’ in the court’s exchequer until the first Mon- 
day in July, while the colonel enjoys the luxuries 
of the various aristocratic summer resortsin the 
north and northwest.

A BAD ACCIDENT. 


Mr. Simms, of Francis, Simms A Co., Thrown From 
His Horse and Murt 

A terrible accident befell Mr. George W. Simms 
yesterday. 

The Governor’s Horse Guards had their regular 
weekly drill and tournament in the afternoon. 
Having paraded the most public thoroughfares of 
the city the company, proceeded enmassee, to 
look at several pieces of property suitable for and 
from which to select a drill ground. 
Among other places visited was a large 
lot located in the rear of the old McPherson bar- 
racks and near West End. In consequence of thi® 
busin ess, the company was kept in file until about 
So’clock, an unusually late hour. The various 
places having been visited, the attention of the 
company was secured, when Captain John Mil- 
ledge, knoWing that several members lived at West 
End and in that locality, at the same time realizing 
that some of the members ‘Were anxious'to come 
hurriedly to the city, he dismissed the company, 
allowing each man to*vuse his own pleasure in 
coming to =. town. After the com pa- 
ny had been dismissed a serious and probably fatal 
accideni befall Private George W. Simms, Among 
the foremost men were Lieutenant Edward L. 
Voorhis and Privates Brockett, Devyrne and Simms. 
Each of these geutiemen own fine horses, of which 
they are justly proud. Mr. Simmssuggested a race, 
which was readily accepted by Mr. Devine. Imime- 
diately they put spurs to their horses and soon were 
outof sightof Lieutenant Voorhisand Dr. Brockett. 
About tois time Dr Brockett remarked: ‘‘Those 
men will get hurt; let us be close behind, in case of 
an accident, so as to assist them,” and spurring his 
horse he was soon in pursuit. On reaching the 
curve of Emma street, which rounds the barracks, 
he saw something white rise up and then fall, 
backwards. Immediately he checked’ his horse, 
and when coming within sufficient distance recog- 
nized the object as the body of Private Simms, Pri 
vate Divine having gotten entirely out of sight. 


Arriving by the side of the wounded man ha 
alighted and was rendering ali possible relief, when 


Lieutenaut Voorhis came up, followed by Captain 
Milledge and other membersof the company, whco- 
took the wounded man up aud bore him to the resi- 
dence of Mr, A. A. Brooks, where he was placed 
upon a bed. In the meanwhile medical 
ata was su oned, a before 
many minutes had elapsed Dr.tCurtis was by the 
pedside of the suffering mau. Shortly Dr. R. W’ 
Westmoreland, the surgeon of the company ariived, 
closely followed by Drs. Howelland Roach. Opiates 
were administered and everythin possible 
was done for Mr. Simms’ relief. After 
a few minutes Dr. Willis Westmoreland reached the 
wounded man, and a careful examination of the 
injuries was made. lt was found that Mr. Simms 
had sustained an ugly and perhaps fatal wound on 
his left forehead, from which, itis feared, the skull 
was fractured, About the body werea number of 
bruises, all of which combined, amounted to but 
little. From the nature of the wound on his fore- 
head, it is thought by the physicians, and generally 
conceded by all, that his horse kicked him after he 
fell. Ne one saw the accident, but as his horse's 
head and knees are skinned and bruised, there is 
but little doubt that bis horse fell while running at 
fulls ;

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THE TREZEVANT CLAIM. 


The Course to be Pursued by the "Governor and the 
Atterney General. 

, The action of Comptroller Lawrence in re- 
fusing to pay the state of Georgia the $35,- 
00 declared due on the Trezevant claim tas 
left it doubtful what§course would be pursu d 
to secure the state’s rights in the premises. 
The claim was agitated and pushed to recog- 
nition by congress before Governor 
McDaniel went into office. As soon as he 
heerd that Comptroller Lawrence had de- 
cided againstthe payment of the claim he 
collected all the information available, and 
prepared to take care of the state’s interests 
as best he could. After consultation with 
Attorney General Anderson the following 
letter was directed to the secretary of the 
treasury : 

To the Honorable Secretary of the Treasury, 
Washington, D.C.—Sir: The governor of the 
state of Georgia, having been recently unof- 
ficially informed that the first comptroller of 
the treasury has decided that the sum of 
$55,555.42 appropriated by congress at its last 
session to refund to the state of Georgia certain 
moneys expended by said state lor the com- 
mon defense in.1777 should be credited on 
the direct tax of 1861, claimed to be due by 
said state of Georgia to the United States, I 
am directed to inform you, that the state of 
Georese does not assent to or acquiesce in 
said decision, but will claim the payment of 
said amountin money and will take such 
steps as may be le al and proper to have 
the decision referred to reversed and said sum 
of money paid to the proper authorities of the 
State as required by said act of congress,* The 
governor also requests that you will cause a 
copy of said decision to be forwarded to him 
as soon as practicable.

There are but two ways it appears to get 
around the decision of Comptroller Lawrence 
and get the money for the state. One is to sue 
in the court of claims but there comes in the 
doubt whether or not the state is competent 
to sue the general government in such a case. 
The other remedy would be to get another act 
of congress passed in recognition of the facts 
pointed out by the comptroller and yet ap- 
propriating the money to pay the claim. 

The secretary of the treasury has, however, 
the right to ask the comptroller to review his 
first decision, and to suggest remedies for the 
defects he has found in the claim. ‘The secre- 
tary will probably be appealed to first,and it is 
hoped that he will ask a review of the 
decision, and that Comptroller 
Lawrence may see his way clear 
to advising the payment of the claim. Of its 
justice no doubt exists and if itis lost at all 
it must be by@he technicality on which the 
comptroller is now standing. The case will 
be carefully and closely watched by the goy- 
ernor and the attorney general and every re- 
source to maintain the claim of the state will 
be exhausted.

When questioned as 
to her object in securing the pistol Nora Clay- 
ton declared that she wanted to pawn it 
in order to pay her fine. This story is doubt- 
ed, and itis believed that Chief Connolly’s 
seizure of the pistol has nipped a good sensa- 
tion.

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THE POLICE COMMISSIONERS. 


Their Regular Monthly Seasion—The Three Mounted 
Men -The Two Trials and Their Reault. 


The board of police commissioners -con- 
vened in regular monthly session last night 
in their chamber at police headquarters. 
There were present Commissioner Fox, pre- 
siding; Commissioners Goldsmith, Hancock, 
Frizzell and Crane. The monthly 
report of station house keepers 
for the month of May was read and ordered 
filed. It showed that the total number of 
state cases entered during the month was fif- 
ty-eight; that one hundred and thirty-seven 
meals had been furnished at a cost of $6.85, 
and that the station house fees collected 
amounted to $9.20. 

The report of the chief of police of the 
transactions of his department for the 
past month was submitted. The paper 
was a complete resume of the workings of the 
police force. It gave the number of state 
cases as fifty-eight and the number of city 
cases as four hundred and thirty-six. The 
paper set forth the fact that twenty-nine of 
the state cases hadjbeen prosecuted; that four 
of these cases had been transferred on war- 
rants to other counties and that twenty-five 
of them had been’ dismissed... Of 
the city cases it asserted that 
fines had been imposed in 329 cases, and that 
107 had been dismissed. The report set forth 
the fact that the amount of fines imposed by 
the recorder during the month was $2,238.00 
and of this amount $1,172.75 had been col- 
lected; $143.50 bad been remitted by the 
mayor; $22.50 had been lost by escapes, and 
$899.25 had been and was being worked out 
on the streets. The report indicated that 
$1,207.10 was the amount of money paid to 
the city clerk during the month. 

In his usual thorough and complete manner 
the chief discussed in his report the condition 
of the city, the stationhouse, the stockade, 
Ponce de Leon springs and the police. The 
report was accepted by the board and ordered 
tiled. 

Officer M. N. Holland was placed upon trial 
upon the charge of drinking while on duty. 
The accused entered a plea of not ggilty, byt 
was suspended for two days. 

Officer J, H. Stroud entered a plea of not 
ilty to the charges preferred against him. 
These charges were that he had visited the 
house of one Fannie Perry, and that while 
there he had engaged in a personal difficulty 
with the woman, Several witnesses were in- 
troduced, but beyond the statement of Fannie 


Perry, made to Captain Couch, 
there was no evidence ad- 
duced to sustain the charge. The woman 


herself was not presen* and the commissioners 
in secret session suspended ‘he officer for ten 
days. 

pen the selection of three mounted men 
the ballot resulted in favor of officers West, 
Scarborough and Clarke. To fill the vacancies 
caused by these promotions supernumeraries 
Linan, Bedford and Taylor were selected,

were elected supernumeraries, Upon motion 
the board adjourned. | 
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At the coming session of the legislature sev- 
eral important bills relative to the city of At- 
lanta and Fulton county will be introduced. 
It is likely that some of the bills will pass 
without opposition, but over others there is 
sure to be a stubborn fight, The Fultog dele- 
gation will probably: be divided on several of 
these proposed enactinents. Colonel George 
Adair has submitted to the board of county 
commissioners, of which lie is a member, a 
series of suggestions as to what he thinks 
ought to be done in several matters of local 
importance. He would materially change 
the jurisdiction of the superior and city 
courts, The cOunty of Fulton is entitled, by 
wealth and population, to be a judicial circuit 
in and ofitself. The counties of Clayton and 
DeKalb could be appended to. adjacent cir- 
cuits. Then the superfor court should have 
control of all the civil business. The city 
court, he thinks, should be a court of criminal 
jurisdiction, unT¥y to try all misdemeanor cases 
and to hold regular monthly sessions, so as to 
keep the jail clear. The judge of the city 
court should receive a salary 
of $1,200 or $1,500. and the 
solicitor a salary of $1,000 or $1,500. Aclerk 
of the city court ought also to be employed at 
a salary. This arrangement, it is stated, 
would be economical in relieving the expense 
of the two juries now kept for the city court 
and would expedite civil as well as criminal 
business, besides giving better satisfaction 
when the county is acircuit to itself. Com- 
missioner Adair also suggests that the county 
be relieved trom the payment of insolvent 
costs. Every business transaction, he states, 
is based’ on calculations in which due al- 
lowance is made. for insolvent debts, 
and the county officials should 
not have exemption from this general rule. 
The buying out of convicts ought to be pro- 
hibited, and on this point the commissioner 
has some arguments of the soundness of 
which he is firmly convinced. 

He would further have submitted to the 
legal yoters of the county whether or not 
they should expend the _ constitutional 
amount to macadamize the public roads. The 
roads leading in all directions from the city 
limits would, under the favorable decision of 
the voters, receive at once very valuable im- 
provements. While the commigsioner does not 
claim any right for his board in the direction 
of work in the city limits, yet he urges upon 
the street commissioners the propriety of 
grading Decatur and Pryor streets to the city 
limits, and Pryor street from the city limits 
along the water main to the oleomargariné 
factory. ‘This work was promised to parties 
who granted the right to lay the main through 
their land. 

Colonel Adair is heartily in favor of all 
these proposed changes and additional enact- 


ments. He -has studied the bearings of 
each very carefully and thinks 
the interests of the county would 
be subserved by what he proposes. Bills 


covering several ot the points above. men- 
tioned have already been prepared and the 
intention to apply for their passage will soon 
be advertised. Other bills will doubtless be 
prepared. One change that will be asked by 
the commissioners and probably granted 
without oppositien is the establishment of 
polling}places in each of the five wards of the 
city. There are now but two 
precincts. Atimfortant. elections they are 
very disagreeablv crowded. The recent action 
of the city councilin voting the abolition of 
the board of street commissioners will carry 
another question of local importance befcre 
the legislature, when the bill comes up to so 
change the charter as to make the action of 
the council valid. Jt seems therefore that 
Atlanta and Fulton county will present their 
full share of business to the general assembly, 
some ofit of such a nature as to cause a live- 
ly stirring among the law makers and the ex- 
ertion of all possible influences, both for and 
against the proposed changes in existing reg- 
ulations,

All the examinations in the common Eng- 
lish branches showed the good results of the 
normal methods of teaching that have been 
ye in this school for several years. 

he classin form took objects in their 
hands and described lines, surfaces and solids 
with great fluency and discrimination. A 
leading object in this’ instruction 
has been to teach a correct 
use Of the English language, and the :om- 
parative absence of blundersin these pupils 
of low grade, testifies to the success of the 
plan pursued. 

The walls in the corridors are covered with 
nicely drawn maps made by the pupils.

THE GAME OF CHESS. 


The Georgia Champion Wins the Two First Games— 
The Combat to‘be Reaunmed To-Day. 

A few weeks ago Mr. I. E. Orchard, of 
Columbia, South Carolina, challenged Prof. 
A. F. Wurm, of this city, to contest a match 
at chess to decide which is the better player. 
The challenge was accepted promptly, and 
the match began yesterduy morning in the 
reading room ofthe library. At. exactly 10 
o’clock the combatants faced each other over 
the checkered board. Mr. Orchard won the 
move and opened with the “Vienna game,”’ 
or ‘“‘Queen’s Knight’s Opening,’ a favorite 
debut of Stenitz, McKenzie and others. Prof. 
Wurm replied with the acknowledged best 
defense and the game, went along smgothly 
until the sixth move, when the Georgian 
made an indiscreet capture of a pawn, which 
enabled his adversary to gain an immediate 
winning advantage in position besides a valu- 
able pawn. Mr. Orchard, however, after con- 
tinuing thelassault with consummate skill and 
ingenuity up to the 20th move, made a 
most unfortunate blunder, losing a 
rook. This mistake was promptly taken ad- 
vantage of by Mr. Wurm who forced the game 
by a few beautiful strokes of play. The game 
reached 33 moves and lasted about one hour. 
A number of chess devotees were present and 
watched the contest with intense interest. 
Messrs: J. B. Redwine and W. G. Robinson, 
Jr., officiated as umpires. An adjournment 
was then taken until 5 o’clock in the after- 
noon, when the chessers again faced each 
other and began the second game. Wurm 
had the attack and opened with bis favorite 
“Scotch Gambit.”” Mr. Orchard adopted 
Max Judd’s defense and soon acquired a per- 
fectly even position. By an injudicious 
move, however, he permitted his alert oppo- 
nent to advance a formidabie pawn which 
ultimately decided the game in his favor. The 
contest was a very stubborn and protracted 
one, and some excellent playing 
was done by both players. Mr. Wurm pur- 
sued his advantage with unerring accuracy, 
and compelled his opponent to resign on the 
twenty eighth move. The time consumed in 
playing the game was two hours. 

The third game of the series will be played 
in the library this morning at 10 o’clock, and 
another sitting will take place in the after- 
noon at 5 o’ciock. 

The match consists of seven won games, 
draws not to count. Mr. Wurm having got- 
ten the lead of two games, of course his 
chances of winning.are much better than his 
adversary’s, but there is no telling yet who 
will be the victor, Many large and small 
bets have been made on the result, Wurm 
being the favorite at three to two.
